Where the identity of an anonymous 
plate has not been established it will be 
found at the beginning of the list, where 
also is placed a list of identified anonymous 
book-plates appearing in their alphabetical 
order. The full inscription on each plate 
is given, but as a rule mottoes are not 
mentioned unless where necessary for the 
purpose of identification. 

In such a wide field — embracing, one 
may say, the whole Library Interior Ex Libris 
of the world — it would be a presumption to 
suppose that there were not some plates 
omitted. I can only say, however, that I 
have left no stone unturned to glean parti- 
culars of this kind of book-plates in all 
countries, and should any collectors detect 
omissions in the list I hope they will kindly 
communicate with me. 

In conclusion, I would mention with 
gratitude the great help I have received in 
the compilation of this list, and also the 
literary and book-pile series to follow, from 
Rev. Thomas Carson and Mr. A. W. Franks, 
of the British Museum, without whose kind 
assistance these lists could not have been 
nearly so complete. Mr. Franks, who has, 
as will be perceived, the greatest number of 
library interiors of any collector, has at all 
times been ready to give his valued opinion 
whenever required, and to forward descrip- 
tions of rare book-plates, not in other 
collections, for my inspection. To Mr. 
Carson, one of the first to collect Ex Libris, 
I have to tender my thanks in scarcely a less 
degree, for advice in the grouping and 
classification of the plates, as well as for 
access to his very extensive collection. 
Thanks are also due to such well-known 



collectors as Hon. Gerald Ponsonby, Lord 

De Tabley, Mr. James Roberts Brown, Mr. 

Robert Day, Mr. J. P. Rylands, Rev. F. R. 

Ellis, Miss E. C. Chamberlayne, Mr. H. W. 

Fincham, Capt. Spencer Henslowe, Mr. 

W. H. K. Wright, Mr. W. Hamilton, and 
many others.

I need hardly add that I should gladly 
accept any plates not in my collection, and 
would endeavour to send exchanges in 
return.

LITERARY BOOK-PLATES. 
Series II. 

By Arthur Vicars, F.S.A. 

T NOW come to deal with Literary* 
*> Book-plates, being the second series 
of the three classes of Ex Libris which I 
have endeavoured to catalogue. 

Unlike Series I. (Library Interiors), 
Literary plates gave rise to difficulties of 
classification which crowded in from all 
sides, until it seemed almost impossible to 
draw a line of demarcation as to what 
should be included and what excluded ; 
and this necessitated the laying down of 
rather arbitrary rules. But with the kind 
assistance of Mr. Carson and Mr. Franks, 
whose valuable advice was always willingly 
given, the following List has been com- 
piled, and it is hoped that it will be accepted 
as, at all events, a beginning, and will in 
due course attract additions. 

What constitutes a Literary Book-plate is 
described on page 18 of the Book-plate 
Collectors Miscellany. Notably the definition 
includes all plates not strictly interiors, or 
that do not convey the idea of a room or 
cubical space — but in which books form 
the prominent feature of the design or are 
apparent to a considerable degree. 

Book-plates which are more properly 
landscape plates with only a few books, in 
the style of Esdall, will not appear in this 
list; nor will those Chippendale plates in 
which only one or two volumes appear at 
the base of the shield frame, and cannot 
be said to form a prominent feature of

the design. Such examples rightly come 
under their respective styles among the 
Landscape and ordinary Armorial Ex Libris. 
Book-plates containing large single books 
are generally admitted, though perhaps they 
are somewhat aberrant ; and a few of the 
older bookseller's tickets and trade cards 
are included. 

There are many Ex Libris, as, for in- 
stance, the well-known examples of Ayles- 
ford, Burton, Gray's Inn, Nack (represented 
in Warren's " Guide," p. 218), and similar 
ones, picturing disordered piles of books 
and fantastically draped book-cases, which 
will be found in this series. Though at 
first sight it might be thought that they 
should be included in the list of interiors, 
yet on examination it will be observed that 
they convey no idea of an interior strictly 
so called, and that no part of the architec- 
ture of a room is represented in them. 

The great difficulty in forming a list of a 
particular class of book-plates is that one 
has to leave the interpretation of the rules 
of classification laid down at the start, in a 
great measure, to collectors themselves. The 
experience gathered in this line points to 
the conclusion that no trustworthy list can 
be formed except the compiler has an op- 
portunity of inspecting each plate. In this 
List I have had to depend to a large extent 
on written descriptions of plates sent in by 
collectors, which at best are often mislead- 
ing for my particular purpose. 

If any plate is excluded, it is only after 
due consideration and in accordance with 
certain rules of classification, which on the 
border formed necessarily a very fine line 
of demarcation. 

Library interiors to a certain extent speak 



for themselves, but Literary Ex Libris re- 
quire fuller descriptions — so varied are the 
designs — and this want I have endeavoured 
to supply in the observation column. 

Correspondence with foreign collectors, 
as well as with those at home, has been 
largely resorted to in order to make the 
List as comprehensive and as full as pos- 
sible. This List is certainly far less com- 
plete than the Library Interiors, on account 
of the wider range it embraces; but I am 
not without hope that it will be of some 
utility as it stands, and I would ask col- 
lectors to be good enough to report to 
me any Literary Book-plates which do not 
appear in it, in order that they may be in- 
cluded, if found admissible, in the addenda. 

With regard to the merits of Literary 
Ex Libris from an artistic point of view; 
they stand quite as high as Library Interiors, 
and can boast of examples by artists as 
celebrated as the engravers of the best 
plates of that description, and they afford a 
much wider field for originality and exhibit 
a greater variety of design. The Literary 
Book-plate is almost inexhaustible in the 
scope of its diversified designs, ranging 
from the single book to the elaborate and 
artistically grouped pile of books with its 
appropriate surroundings, which can be 
made particularly effective in the hands of 
a capable artist. 

It seems that the modern French speci- 
mens come nearer to the realization of 
what a plate of this class should be than 
those of any other country, the delicacy 
and refinement of many French modern 
Literary Ex Libris being unsurpassed. This 
may be accounted for by the fact that the 
best and most typical examples of this style 



of plate are essentially French in their con- 
ception and composition. 

It is a matter for regret that in so many 
book-plates of these two series one misses 
the coat-of-arms. A book-plate without a 
coat-of-arms falls short of what a book- 
plate should be, for the earliest examples 
always contained this essential mark of 
ownership; but, on the other hand, it is 
better to use a non -armorial plate than to 
display arms which are unauthorised, and 
therefore deceptive. 

I have again to thank those collectors 
whose names are given in the Reference 
Table, especially Mr. J. P. Rylands, and 
also Mr. H. Stacy Marks and Mr. J. Orr, 
for their kind help. 

The class of Ex Libris known as Book- 
piles will be the next to be dealt with, and 

will form the concluding series of these 
catalogues.

BOOK-PILE EX LIBRIS. 

Series III. 

By Arthur Vicars, F.S.A. 

Ulster King of Arms. 

*"pHE term Book-pile is not a very happy 

one Tor Ex Libris of this class. A 

much more descriptive name would be 

"Book-frame Ex /.tin's"; but the former 

term is sanctioned by usage and generally 

accepted in the Ex Libris world, and it 

would be useless to endeavour to change it 

It is difficult to say when the peculiar style 
of Ex Libris known as the Book-pile first 
came into vogue. 

The oldest date which any known ex- 
ample bears is that of "Sir William St. 
Quintin, Hart, iu+i." But this was the date 
of the creation of the Baronetcy, and the 
plate probably belongs to a much later 
period. It is most likely that the Sir William 
St. Quintin referred to is the great-grandson 



of the first Baronet. He died in 1723, aged 
62, having succeeded his grandfather, Sir 
Henry. The first Baronet died arm 1651. 

There is nothing on the plate to indicate 
to which of these two it belonged, but I am 
inclined to think that the Book-pile design 
had not such an early origin as the middle 
of the seventeenth century. 

Between this and the next dated specimen, 
there is a considerable gap ; when we come 
to "Wm Hewer," and "St. Philip Syden- 
ham," both dated 1699. Mr. Franks is of 
opinion that these are probably the earliest, 
and the similarity of these plates to those 
of Dr. Charlett and "N.S." would go to 
shew that the owners were possibly all 
friends of each other, and of Pepys, whose 
secretary Hewer was, as readers of the 
Diary will well remember. 

From this period on, we get a few dated 
specimens — Bishop Kennett 1720, Hoskins 
'7+3, Withers 1748, Philips 1755, Godard 
1761, and Cooper 1778. 



Though the shield frame of the arms 
varies according to the period, the outward 
frame of books (likened by Mr. Castle to 
an over-mantel) is practically the same 
throughout. Indeed, the monotony of de- 
sign in Book-piles is so remarkable, that this 
mav account for the small number of them 
that are signed. 

There are only seven specimens signed, 
two bv Lvons and one each bv Kirk (who 
engraved "N.S."), Lightboune, Booker, Duff, 
and Perry. As there was so little scope for 
originality in design, doubtless one owner 
copied from another. 

This kind of book-plate is peculiarly 
English, there being only one German, one 
Italian, and three French examples known ; 
all of them clearly copies from the English 
styles. 

I have been at some pains to make this 
List as complete as possible, and I shall be 
glad of any additions to the number, though 
I do not think that further research will 
bring to light many more examples. The 
List, including altered varieties, numbers 
nearly 130 plates. 

As will be imagined, in a style lending 
itself so readily to the introduction of a 
shield as a centre ornament, most examples 
contain arms. The only anonymous plates 
which I have been unable to identify are 
the cyphers '• N.S." and " T. M." It would 
be interesting to know to whom these refer. 
Nathaniel Spincks is the only well-known 
man of that time who comes to my mind, 
whose initials would adapt themselves to 
the former cypher. He succeeded to his 
father's valuable library, and may well have 
had an Ex Libris engraved for his books. 

I haw included a few Booksellers' plates, 
when of this characteristic type. 



This List concludes the three series em- 
bracing those classes of Ex Libris in which 
books form the prominent feature of the 
design, whether as Library Interiors^ Literary 
Book-plates, or Book-piles, and I trust that I 
have distinguished the various styles suffi- 
ciently to prevent any future confusion in 
classification. 

Although these Lists bear my name as 
compiler, they are in reality the result of 
help from most of the well-known collectors 
of the day. I should have failed completely, 
had it not been for the kind assistance of 
Mr. Franks and Rev. Thomas W. Carson, 
who have gone to great trouble in search- 
ing their fine collections in order to render 
the Lists as complete and accurate as 
possible. To them, and to my brother 
collectors mentioned in the reference table, 
my thanks are chiefly due, and I hope that 
this endeavour to classify a special type of 
Ex Libris may be of some use to collectors.
